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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: On p. 2, lines 11-20 & p. 3,lines 1-9, the 
applicant argued that the reference of Yang does not describe the amended claim 1 because it does not control the read start time of the 
held packet as claimed. The examiner respectfully disagrees. 

From the cited columns/lines, the examiner interpretted that the scheduler assigns (controls) packets held in queue with a virtual start time 
and determines the virtual finish time based on the physical line's available bandwidth, its guaranteed session (contract) rate (i.e. setting 
bandwidth that is a restricted bandwidth = contract bandwidth, as per p. 2 of the specification) and its packet length. Afterwards, the 
scheduler actually schedules the queued packets for transmission/transfer. The examiner interprets the "read start timing" as the timing 
when the scheduler actually schedules the queued packets for transfer. 

On p. 3, lines 10-14, the applicant argues that Yang fails to disclose the "setting bandwidth", which per the specifcation, paragraph 0004 
(p.2), may equate to a "contract bandwidth". The examiner, as noted above, indicates that Yang describes that the "read start time'Vactual 
transfer of the queued packets, indeed depends on the the guaranteed session (contractual) rate (bandwidth). 
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
